Bradley will make the address at the ex- 
ercises to be held at the Grand opera 
house under the auspices of the Asso- 
ciated Charities. Fifty of the leading 
business men of the community will Oc- 
cupy seats upon the stage, and the 24 
directors of the Associated Charities will 
act as ushers. 

Annually for the past three years the 
Associated ‘Charities has held these Sun- 
day afternoon meetings for the purpose 
of arousing -interest in charitable work.

His 
speech was the feature of the first day's 
session of the congress, which convened 
this morning. As on Monday night, Mr.

Root tonight again dwelt upon-our re- 
lations with the South Amerfvan repub- 
lics, telling of his recent trip through 
these countries. He said the time had/ 
come for the expansion 6f trade between 
the countries of the north and south that 
wou'd resu't in the peaceful prosperity 
of a mighty commerce. He declared that 
the means of communication between 
these countries must be improved and 
increased and said the “woeful deficiency 
in the means to carry on and enlarge our 
South American trade is but a part .of 
the general decline and feebleness of the 
American merchant martine.’’ 


Trade With South America. 


Mr. Root’s theme was the role of the 
United States as a power in international 
trade competition, and the commercial 
opportunities of this country in South 
America. He showed that after having 
devoted the better part of three céntu- 
ries to interngl develpoment in every 
channel of material activity, that the 
people of this nation now looked toward 
the field offered in the markcts of other 
countries for the surplug crude and man- 
ufactured products of American _ soll. 
Speaking in this connection, he said- 

“That we are not beginning our new 
role feebly is indicated by $1,518,561,666 
of exports in the year 1905 as against: 
$1,117,513,071 of imports, and by $1,743,- 
864,500 exports in the year 1906 as 
against $1,226,563,843 of importe. 

“Coincident with ‘this change in the 
| United States the progress of political 
development has been carrying the neigh- 
boring continent of South America out of 
the stage of militarigm into the stage of 
industrialism. Throughout the greater 
part of that vast continent revolutions 
have ceased to be looked upon.-with fa- 
vor or submitted to with indifference;

Other Investing Nations. 

“Other investing nations are already in 
the field—England, France, Germany, 
Italy, Spain; but the fleld is. so vast, the 
new demands are so great, the progress 
so rapid, that what other nations have 
done up to this time is but a slight ad- 
vance in the race for the grand total. 
The opportunities are so large that fie- 
ures fail to convey them. The, area of 
this newly awakened continent is 7,502,- 
848 square miles, more than two and 
one-half times as large as the United 
States without Alaska and more than 
double the United States including Alas- 
ka. 

The secretary pointed out that the 
population of the country was extremely 
sparse, numbering only 42,461,381, less 
than six to the square mile, in 1900. He 
stated that hundreds of millions of peo- 
ple would eventually find homes in this 
great, versatile stretch of territory, con- 
stituting austomers whose wants must 
be supplied by the manufacturing na- 
tions of the world. This relatively scant 
population has produced an enornfous 
volume of wealth. The latest trade sta- 
tistics show exports from South America 
to foreign countries of $745,550,000 and 
imports of $499,858,600. Of the five 
hundred millions of goods that South 
America buys we sell them but $63,246,- 
525, or 12.6 per cent. Of the eeven hun- 
dred and forty-five millions that South 
America sells, we buy %152,092,000, or 
20.4 per cent, nearly two and a half 
times as much as we sell, 


such a bank from making money: capital 
is much needed in those cities, and six, 
eight and ten per cent can be obtained 
for money upon just as safe sécurity as 
can be had in Kansas City, St. Louis or 
New York.

Asheville, N. C., November 20.-—(Spe- 
cial.)—Fast train No. 72. on -the Southern 
raliway ran a distance of some ten miles 
“at a speed of probably seventy miles an 
hour and was piled up in a heap of splin- 
tered wood and twisted iron when it 
‘struck a sharp curve near Old Fort, Two 
men were killed and three injured, two 
probably fatally. 

The train broke loose, and rushed down 
the steep mountain eide, It was beyond 
@il cohtro] and gained momentum at 
every yard. At the end there was a fear- 
ful crash and the train was broken into 
kindling wood, and twisted iron. The 
throttle got beyond oontrol .while : de- 
ecending a steep grade. WRooking and 
swaying it raced down the mountain, 
dashed through Point tunnel, holding to 
the rails until a sharp curve just west 
‘of Old Fort, when it left the track with

.M. de Villiane thereupon denied that 
Clemenceu’s professed ignorance as to 
whether such a convention actually. ex- 
isted as being outrageous and ingisted 
that parliament should be enlighted. 
Foreign Minister Pinchon contented 
himself with the statement that whena 
man like M. de Villaine helongs to the 
party that had brought France to the 
brink of precipice, he had no right to. 
speak in such a nner. The senate by 
a vote’ of 132 to 32 rejected the interpel- 
lation and passed a vote of confidence in 
the president.

Although the Central of ‘Georgie mail 
train left Atlanta only tén minutes late 
yesterday morning, the important con- 
nection at Albany and Oglethorpe for 
south Georgia was: again lost. 

The report that’ begining next Sun- 
day the Central of Georgia mail train 
No. {4 will leave Altanta at 11:40 p. m. 
in place of 12:0! a. m,, as at -present, 
which was printed in The Constitution, 
was yesterday officially confirmed. As 
was stated, this difference will give the 
Central twenty-one moré’ minutes for the 
making of the connections which carry 
the mails to south Georgia. 

It is claimed that with this new ar- 
rangement the Central will be able to 
make the connections which mean so 
riuch to the citizens and merchants and 
business men of south Georgia.

We believe these three propositions, if embodied in the city’s 
charter, present a solution of the liquor question which will re- 
ceive the indorsement of all reasonable citizens of Atlanta. 

They contemplate throwing still stronger safeguards around 


welihe traffic, by the elimination of the dives, and confining it abso- 


‘utely tothe business center of the city, where it will be, at ali 
times, under strict and constant police surveillance. 

Then, too, it will preserve the city’s revenue tact, giving it, 
no doubt, as much, or more, than under the present plan. 

The proposition is one which is almdst sure to meet with 
favor, at least with acquiescence on the part of the best element 
among the liquor dealers; the others should not be permitted to 
continue in the business. 

Council is thus confronted with the oppectaiiidy to give to the 
city a satisfactory solution of the problem that confronts it. We 
believe that all conservative and reasonable citizens will join us 
in the hope that it will give its sanction to the committee's report, 
and that this report will be enacted into law at the next session of 
the general assembly.

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R. WILLIAM LOWE, of Mel- 
bourne, Australia, is in Atlanta, 
stopping over here on his tour 

of the United States, where he has come 
largely for the purpose of stydying polit- 
feal and social economic conditions in 
this country, in the interests of certain 
parties in Australia, 

“Our problem,’’ he said, “expressed 
simply is that of ‘White Australia.’ The

“We find ourselves surrounded on all 
sides by alien races who are anxious to 
come into Australia. I refer especially 
to the Japanese and Chinese.

Shall we permit them to-come into Aus- 
ird@lig as they are, or shalj we require 
them first to measure up to our stand- 
ards both in morals and education? 

“Conditions in Australia differ material- 
ly from what they are with you here in 
America. 1 speak not only of the gov- 
ernment ownership of public utilities, but 
Here in 
America you have only to scratch the 
Surface and you get a return. Our great 
agricultural] problem is one of irrieation. 
and it has to be properly applied in order 
to get results. Thus we are compelled 
to have intelligent and educated labor to 
get results.’ 

Dr. Lowe visited the department of 
agriculture yesterday and spent - some 
time talking to Assistant Commissioner 
R. F. Wright. He was especially inter- 
ested in the problem presented by the 
négro in America, the Australian govern- 
ment recently having taken hold of a 
like problem and sought to solve it by 
deportation.

“TI am sure no one in Atlanta fails ,to

“The canvass ofsChristian public senti- 
ment was undertaken by me in discharge 
of my personal conscience as a member 
of the league and as the representative 
of the ministers’ association. It was 
necessary to Nave the situation in hand 
before any step was taken that risked 
as much as.a prohibition election in At- 
lanta will risk. 


“Not Foolish Prohibitionist.”’ 

“TIT am a prohibitionist, but not a fool- 
ish prohibitionist. I love the cause of the 
anti-saloon crusade, but I love it too 
well to slaughter it or be a party to an 
ill-advised movement that is defeated 
before it starts. Therefore, I have at 
three meetings opposed the wild vehe- 
mence of some and the pugilistic zeal of 
some other good men who would lead 
to a disaStrous precepitation of a cam- 
paign before any real foundation for it 
was laid. 

“I wish to say two things about this 
letter sent out by me: 

“First. That no church was designedly 
omitted and indeed the letters were ex- 
hausted before all the lists in hand were 
reached. For instance, no one on the 
list for St. Mark Methodist church re- 
ceived the letter and one or. two others 
were omitted for the same reason, name- 
ly, that I did not have the Jetters to send 
them. 

“Second. Since the communication was 
sent on Friday to the league meeting I 
have received nineteen additional replies, 
with the result that the canvass shows 
that out 194 who have replied 160 vote 
that we should not bring on an election 
now and 28 vote that we should. 

Will Have Prohibitign. 

“Two facts to me are clear. We are 
going to have state prohibition in Geor- 
gia. at no very distant day. That move- 
ment is already well advanced in the 
public mind. Judge Speer’s recent 
charge adds momentum to it. It should 
be seen by thoughtful people that a 
campaign in Atlanta now regulting dis- 
astrously and dividing prohibitionists, as 
it surely will, is the greatest unwisdom, 
in view of the state mevement. 

“Also this, we can tighten our grip 
upon the traffic in Atlanta right now— 
only three out all the number express 
opposition to the third clause of my 
letter. We ought to move together to 
put through the city council a real re- 
form at this time when we can do it. 

“It must seem strange to the man in 
the street that a company of. Christian 
men, chiefly ministers of the gospel, 
cannot get together and plan for good 
things in a sensible way, respecting 
each other, and not indulging in innuen- 
does and offensive references to each 
other or the people who are represented 
by them. 

“The following is the letter sent to 
the Arti-Suloon League méeting on Fri- 
day, at which nineteen people, with the 
president of the state league advising 
against it, pdssed a motion to laupch a 
campaign anyhow: 


Letter to the League. 


““The Anti-Saloon League, Meeting in 
Wesley Memorial Church—Dear Brethren: 
I regret that an engagement that takes 
‘me out of the city prevents my personal 
attendance upon your meéting. It is 
called, I understand, to reconsider the 
question of bringing on ‘an election of 
prohibition at this time in Atlanta. In 
discharge of what I conceive to be a 
duty to the Anti-Saloon and 
the cause of temperance in this city, I 
ask to submit for your consideration cer- 
tain facts in my possession, accéss to 
which has been sought by the press, but 
which has been kept from the public, 
in order that théy might have your con- 
sideration and be useful te you in your 
plans as you counse] together.
